In bygone days it was known as Ft. D. A. 
Russell and was established during the days 
of the Indians and Buffalo to protect the 
Union Pacific Railroad as it advanced west- 
ward over the plains to the Pacific. 
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This is one of the most unique geological formations 
in the world. It is a remarkable nature tower about 
865 feet high and a mile in circumference and is 
composed of rock. Located in the northeastern part 
of Wyoming it is considered part of the Black Hills. 
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of the chasm and the Lower Falls, 308 feet 
in height. Moran (the famous artist) has said 
that this is the most brilliantly colored land- 
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Grotto Geyser erupts 20 to 30 feet high 
during its one-hour displays which occur 
usually at intervals of from 2 to 8 hours. The 
unusual form of its cone has led to the spe- 
culation ‘that it may have been built around 
the roots of an overturned tree. 
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This is a typical, large buffalo bull (Ameri- 
can Bison) of the herd of approximately one 
thousand in Yellowstone National Park. Part 
of the bison herd is seen in the enclosure 
near Tower Fall. 
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
